He had had very important conversations with Azzam Pasha 
about Palestine. The latter told him that a year ago he had been 
very anxious about the arms situation. He had then found that 
the whole number of arms in the hands of the Arabs of (7?) all 
Palestine was 4O. Since then they had had to arrange for 
infiltration of men and arms from Syri’a, the Lebanon etc. 


However, the Jews were very strong and had nuch better 
arms than they had. In spite of the appointment of two Iraqi 
generals, one of whom was Safwat, they could not hove to win 
in a fight. They feared that directly the British withdrew there 
would be terrible bloodshed, particularly at Jaffa, where they 
thought the Jews would exterminate all the Arabs.

POLITICAL. 


All references to the Arab Higher Committee gave 

the impression that it is regarded as being non existant. 
Members of the Arab National Committee in Jerusalem are 
subordinated to Major Tell's military governorship and do 
not act without his authority. Dr. Izzat Tannous provides 
funds from the Beit Al Mal (the treasury of the Arab Higher 
Committee) whenever they are required and without reference. 


Political rivalry, while not entirely dormant, has 
plainly been put aside in Jerusalem for the time being. I 
gather that there has been some kind of agreement between 
contending parties that the Arab armies conducting operations 
in Palestine shall be responsible for the civil administration 
of their respective areas until Jewish military resistance 
comes to an end. Arrangements will then be made to recast 
the political structure of the country on the basis of a 
plebescite. Important matters arising in areas under Arab 
Legion control are referred by the Military Governor concerned 
direct to King Abdullah for a decision. In this connection 
I was informed that Bahjat Tabbara at Ramallah has local 
‘urisdiction only and is not, as formerly reported, a 
Military Governor over all areas under Arab Legion occupation. 


Under this cloak of military administration serious 
efforts are being directed towards establishing the cadre of 
a new civil service. Emphasis was placed on the desire to 
create a body of civil servants, jmune from political bias, 
and available to serve any future Government or succession 
of Governments. The new Arab Government Service will of necess 
-ity be on a much smaller scale than that exigéting before the 
T5th May. Apart from the fact that estimated revenue will not 
Support a large body of Government officers, the large 
numbers employed by the Mandatory Government were all part 
of the cumbersome machinery necessitated by the use of three 
official languages, a consideration that will not weigh in 
the future. 

A considerable number of Arab Government officers 
deserted the country during the last days of the Mandate. 

A few reliable and technically cualified officers, however, 
have remained and are already engaged in organizing their 
skeleton departments. Nicola Halaby was quoted as an 
example. He is now creating a new Public Works Department 
and directs operations from hospital where he is receiving 
treatment for a wound. 


A Customs Control will be established on the Jordon 
Frontier as soon as troop movements diminish and give way 
to normal civilian traffic. An exclusively Arab telephone 
service has been established in the Old City with a through 
line to Amman. The new Post Office is situated near the 
Headguarters of the Arab National Committee at Casa Nova. 
Letters and telegrams are accepted for distribution outside 
Palestine only and are routed through Amman. Transjordan 
stamps are affixed to the letters. It is hoped that water 
‘will be turned on again in the Arab Old City (and in St. 
Paul's Hospice) during the course of the next two days. 
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MILITARY. 


It is not intended that the Arab Liberation Army, 
together with all lower forms of military organization, 
shall continue as such. Arrangements are now in hand for 
disbanding these bodies and drafting their personnel into 
the regular armies after a period of selective training in 
Transfordan or elsewhere. They will be officem, during 
training, by their own officers and N.C.Os. 


No precise information was forthcoming regarding 
the military objectives in Jerusalem. So far as can be 


gathered the intention is to oecupy the whole city, @ olicy 
that is at variance with the advice of Glubb Pasha and others. 


Morale is at a high level. Dr. Husseini talked cuite 
naturally about making tentative arrangements for bringing 
his wife and family back to the American Colony ( at resent 
some two or three hundred yards behind the front line at 
the end of a fortnight. These views are largely based on the 
belief that the Jewish population cannot bear siege conditions 
for much longer than another ten days and that a military 
gecision will be forced during that period.

origin and served as a Turkish finance official until 1918, 
He vas Finance Minister to King Feisal during the latter's 
Short period of rule in Syria, from whence he was exiled by 
the French owing to his association with extreme Arab 
political movements. He served in Amman from 1922-2) as 
Finance Minister. He hagkto leave both Transjordan and 
Palestine owing to his political activities as. a member of 
the Istiqlal party. Later he was permitted to re-enter 


Palestine as result of the intercession of the Mufti. He 
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and his son-in-law Abdul Hamid Shuman founded the Arab 
Bank, but, later on falling out with his partner, he 
established in 1933 the Arab National Bank, of which he is 


the present chairman, He also was responsible in 1935 for

the renaissance of the "People's Fund", which had as its 
aim the buying up of arab land which might otherwise have 
fallen into Jewish hands. His efforts met with only 
moderate success. Various Plans to amalgamate the fund 
with the Beit al-Mal, the fund administered by the Mufti, - 
have never materf i aged. Having achieved a prominent 
position among the Palestinian Arabs through his financial 
influence, he was appointed a member of the first Arab 
Higher Committee. He was deported with other members of the 


Committee to the Seychelles, from whence he was permitted to 
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return to Palestine in 1940. He was elected to the second 
Arab Higher Committee formed in November, 1945, 


Recognising the potential Strength of the Jews, he aimed 


at procuring unity among the Palestine Arabs, and favoured 
the launching of a revolution before the termination of 


the Mandatory Government. Never a friend of the Husseini 


faction, he has latterly shown himself as opposed to the. 


Mufti. After the termination of the Mandate he was the 
only member of the Arab Higher Committee left in Jerusalen, 


of which he has apparently become the Arab Military Governor, 


a 2 


JAMAL AL-HUSSEINI is a distant cousin of the Mufti and during 
the period of the mandate acted as the political leader of 
his suporters in Palestine. He was secretary of the Arab 
Executive formed in 1921° and later of the Supreme iiuslim 
Council from which he resigned to form the Palestine Arab 
party, of which he ultimately became president. An extreme 
nationalist, he was always violently anti-Zionist and 
opposed to British policy in Palestine. He took a leading 
part in the disturbances of 1933 and in the first phase of 
those of 1936-7. He followed the iufti into exile first in 
Syri@vand then to Iraq On the collapse of the Rashid Ali 
rebellion in 1941, he fled to Persia, where he was later 
captured by the Rritish and deported to Southern Rhodesia. 
When he returned to Palestine after his release in 1946, he 
quickly recaptured his position as one of the dominant leaders 
there. He was a member of the first Arab Higher Committee 
and is Vice-President of the present Committee, which was 
reformed in 1945. He was a membe Yor all the four Arab 
delegations which came to London in 1930, 1936, 1939 and 1947 
respectively. He headed the Arab Palestinian Delegation, 
representing the Higher Committee, which gave evidence befor. 
the Ad Hoc Committee at Lake Success in the autumn of 19:7. 
He is married to a sister of liusa al-Alami, and of late it 


appears as if he might well renounce his support of the 


Mufti in favour of a closer political relationship with his 


brother-in-lawe 


AUNI ABDEL HADI BEY belongs to a well-known Jenin and Nablus . 
family. He studied law in Turkey and France. He was one of 
the originators of the Arab secret society, al-Fatat, found- 
ed in Paris in 1911, which became known as the Arab 
Independence Party (Hizb al—-Istiqkal al—Arabi) in 1919, when 
it became possible for it to function openly. He was 

private secretary to King Faisal I during his brief reign 


at Damascus. After King Faisal's fall he returned to 
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Palestine and became head of a branch of the Istiqlal partys 
After serving Amir Abdullah for a short period, he became 
Legal Adviser to the Supreme Muslim Council. He also acted 
as secretary for a time to the first Arab Executive and 
again to the Higher Arab Committee (1936-7). He presented 
the Arab case to the Shaw Commission (1929) and the Wailing 
Wall Commission. He was a member of the Arab Delegations 
which went to London in 1930 and 1939. He was amongst 


those who were responsible for the disturbances in 
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Jerusalem in 1930 and ¢ the later disturbances of 1936-7, 
te was interned and, after his release, was for a time 
excluded from Palestine.

Dear Department, 


I enclose herewith a summary translation of an 
article in the weekly review “Akhbar el Yom" of August 
14th, reporting the growth of an opinion among certain 
Egyptian statesmen in favour of the partition of Palestine 
and the reasons therefor. The "Akhbar el Yom" is a 
usually well-informed journal and this article, for what 
it is worth, is the first open indication that we have 
seen of any tendency in Egyptian political circles to 
veer away from the oft-repeated and uncompromising 
opposition to any form of partition. So far no other 
Egyptian newspaper has seen fit to publish a favourable 
comment on this idea. Those newspapers which have taken 
up the “Akhbar e1 Yom''s article have attacked it as being 
the kind of propaganda which could only benefit the 
Zionists. These newspapers are the Independent “Ahram 
and three pro-Wafdist journals. 
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Ze We have considered whether it would be expedient, 
now that such an idea has been openly mooted in the local 
press, to put out some cautious propaganda of our own in 
favour of Arab acquiescence in a form of partition 
involving the existence of a Jewish State but in view of 
paragraph 2 of Foreign Office telegram No. 516 to Beirut - 
of June 17th we have refrained from doing so. We felt 
that any boost by us, however cautious, might risk giving 
the appearance of condoning the idea alluded to in “Akhbar 
el Yom"s article that the ultimate objective should be the 
eventual extinction of a Jewish State set up with the 
blessing of the United Nations Organisation. There is 
also the danger of creating a false impression by the 
implication that His Majesty's Government intend to re- 
cognise the State of Israel in the not distant future. We 
are therefore waiting to see whether the reported tendency 
to regard partition as the lesser of two evils gains some 
Spontaneous momentum locally before considering further 
whether or not it would be appropriate for us to give it

Arab policy should be to get rid 7 
completely of the Jews in Palestine, The plea of these ae me 
statesmen is that the presence of a comparatively big | 
minority of rich and cultured Jews in Palestine will enable | ~ 
them to dominate the Arab minority. If four million Jews 
in America are able to dominate 120 million Americans, it 
would not be difficult for one million Jews to dominate 14 
million Arabs. In that case the Arabs will be the nominal 
governors of the country while the Jews will be the actual 
governors. Under the veil of Palestine being an Arab 
country, its Jewish subjects will be able to penetrate into 
all Middle Eastern countries and deluge them with their 
industrial products, until they become at last the owners 
of the whole of Palestine. Those Statesmen also consider 
that in the event of the United Nations Organisation 
imposing on Arab countries the establishment of a Jewish 
State, the Arabs would be able to annihilate it in some 
years for various reasons, The first of them is that this 
State will be compelled to show its face and appear as 
Communist or democratic. Should it join America, Russia 
will fight it, and should it join Russia, it will be opposed 
by America, Britain and France. By refusing to recognise 
it the Arab States will not have commercial dealings with 
it and so paralyse its industries. They will prevent its 
Subjects from entering their countries, and thus suffocate 
the alleged State. It will be compelled to continue to 
spend funds on a large army without resources. It is 
_ impossible for any State to live on charity. The assistance 
given by the Jews in America and Europe may continue for a 
year or two, but it will not take long after that for it to 
collapse. These Statesmen have expressed their views to 
some high personalities and suggested that these considera- 
tions should be referred to the Arab League Council in order 
to ascertain the danger of any big minority in a State like 
Palestine. Those Statesmen consider that the aim of the 
Arab States should be to turn the Jews out of the whole of 
Palestine. This may take ten years, but there is no doubt 
that it will be possible to achieve.

Well, the Jews, 
having now found that the British would not serve their 
purpose had turned to the Soviet Union. Let there be 
no mistake aboat that. 
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The Amir gave a great deal of attention to the 
recognition of Israel by the United States of america, 
The United States of america representative at Lake 
Success did not even know about it, though the Soviet 
representative didi The State Department had not even 
been informed. The timing of the announce:jent was most 
remarkable; ajoke was going round that a new aeroplane 
had been inventedwhich would go so fast that it equalled 
the speed with which the United States of America recog- 
nised the State of Israel. 
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The struggle with the Soviets was reaching a critical 
stage. He knew that no one wanted war. But he feared 
that if the inevitable struggle did not come soon it would 
be too late: Russia Would absorb and subjugate all her 
recent possessions and it would be impossible to conquer 
her in say ten years' time.

It will have been secn that ara, Higher Committee have 


announced formation of a "Palestine urad Government" under 
ahmed Hilmi rasha, previously Transjordan Military Governor in 
Jerusalem. This "Government" has estadlished its headquarters 
under Ligyptian auspices at Gaza, whither, according to rress 
reports, cx-Mufti has procecdcd, United Kingdom representatives 
in Baghdad and Cairo have been asked to take such action as they 
may find possible again to impress on arab leaders undesirable 
consequences for arabs of an inerense of cx-Mufti's influence, 

2e We have reason to bclicve that many of the arab leaders 
are already convinced of dangers inherent in increase of ex-Mufti's 
influcnce, but that they feel themsclvcs unable to go against

| PALESTINE 

In reply to enquiry from United States Government, who have reccived 
similur megsage, we have informod them of our attitude on lines of 
my telogram under refcrence and haveurged them to take similar line. 
We have pointed out that Count Bernadotte's report adviscd against 
formation of separate Arab State, and that, since new "Government" 


appears to claim whole of Palestine, any acknowledgment of its existence 
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would have undesirable implications. 
Ze United Kingdom Representatives in Arab countries have been 
instructed to take any possible action which may discourage Arab 
Governments from recognizing new "Palestine Arab Government". They 
are to use arguments 
(a) that a separate Arab State in Palestine would not be covered 
by any of our existing treatics with Arab States, 
(b) that, in view of ecx-Mufti's association with now "Government", 
we Should be most unlikely to entocr into treaty negotiations 
with it, and 
(c) that under existing circumstances a Palestine-Arab State © 
could not (repeat not) be economically viable and its absorption
